The Y. M -C. A. maintains a free 
employment bureau to assist students 
in obtaining employment . Columbia is 
not a large city, but the citizens and 
the faculty are in sympathy with stu­ 
dents who are working and turn over 
all the work possible to them 
The 
student who intends to work his way 
through school should have at least 
$150 when he reaches Columbia. 
Stu­ 
dents who clo not work have gone 
through the first year with $225 and 
even less, but Y .M. C. A. authorities 
say that the average cost is from $200 
to $300 a year . During the first year 
it is hard to obtain work, but as the' 
student becomes better acquainted the 
jobs are more frequent, and by the 
second semester many 
students 
arc 
self-supporting, and they can get their 
jobs without the aid of tho employ­ 
ment bureau. 
No man should plan to work his 
way through college unless it is abso­ 
lutely necessary for him to clo so, 
says J. S. Moore, secretary of the Y. 
M. C. A. 
There is not enough work 
in Columbia for those students who 
need it.

teacher 
goes 
through the acedemie cycle, first as a 
student in normal sehol or college and 
then back into the school system as 
a teacher. 
“If I had my way,” said Mr. Davis, 
“I should demand of every teacher as 
a part of his or her preparation for 
life work that they spend at least one 
year in some occupation other than 
teaching in order th at 
they 
might 
know more about the world into which 
the majority of boys and girls must 
SO.” 
Mr. Davis, who is principal of the 
Central High school at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., attended the institute here as I 
the first stop of a trip through Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri and Illinois, in which 
he is to address educators at various 
gatherings on “Vocational and Moral 
Guidance 
a 
Function of the Public 
Schools.” 
In addition to his discus­ 
sion of the subject here he is to ap­ 
pear at teachers’ institutes at Coun­ 
cil Bluffs, la., today and at St. Joseph, 
Mo., March IG. 
On March 17 and 18 
he will appear at the University of 
Kansas, and then go to Illinois to de­ 
liver a lecture at the university of that 
state at Urbana. 
He may also speak 
at Decatur and Springfield, 111. 
“Much of I fie failure and disappoint­ 
ment in life and possibly much of the 
c.ime may be attributed to the fact 
that so large a proportion of oui youth 
go out from our public schools imper­ 
fectly prepared to meet tile demands 
of the world,” said Mr. Davis. 
“Ac­ 
cepting as sufficient the elem entary 
training that Hie law may force upon 
I hem, a vast army of child: ca seve ral 
millions strong, drop out of our schools 
(‘very year to enter the field of un­ 
billed labor. 
“Drifting about from one occupation 
to another, they seem to mix them ­ 
selves up about as unsatisfactorily, as 
if some superhuman power had shak­ 
en them in a mighty deal box. and 
thrown 
them 
in 
every 
direction. 
Thoughtful people are seeing that our 
public school system, efficient as it 
may be today, is under some obliga­ 
tion to this vast throng of unfortu­ 
nates who may be considered, in part 
at least, as victims of its neglect. 
“The great majority of men outside 
i Ii** professions who an* past middle 
life will testify that they came into 
their present occupations almost en­ 
tirely by chance. 
The history of the 
average man is one of drifting-—drift­ 
ing part way through school and af­ 
terw ards from one thing to another 
until some fortune, good or bad, fixed 
him at one occupation for the rem ain­ 
der of his days. 
“The main cause for this great ec­ 
onomic loss may be laid at the door 
of our public schools. 
We have failed 
to inspire our youth with the necessity 
for an aim in life.”
